NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


FOREIGN. 

Late despatches state that tite 
Ashante ntly killed sixty-eight of ex- 
King Koff children and massacred 
hundreds of Koffee’s adherents.

The Pope will hold a consistory in April, 
when several cardinals will be created and 
vacant sees in America will be filled. It is 
rumored Archbishop Gibbons, of Baltimore, 
will be appointed Cardinal at the close of the 
forthcoming council in the United States. 

The Egyptian troops at Dongola assisted 
by friendly tribes, attacked and completely 
defeateda band of rebels marching toward 
Berber, on Saturday last. Later advices 
show that the rebels attacked Gezirrh, a 
town eight miles from Berber. The gar- 
rison, consisting of two companies of Bashi 
Bazouks, drove back the assailants with 
heavy loss after six hours’ heavy fighting. 
The Egyptian loss was slight. The rebels 
had intended to attack Bermer, but were 
thwarted by their defeat. 


The total French loss at Sontay waa 320. 
There 


made in the rear of the citadel, and nothing 
was done to avoid the loss attending a direct 
assault in front, where the succeeding lines 
could mutually protect each other. The 
Turcos behaved like madmen, One company 
of 140 men threw themselves upon the entren- 
chments, despite the orders of their officers, 
who, seeing the men £0 impetuous, rushed in 
front and led them to destruction. Only 20 
men and one officer escaped. After the 
entrenchments had been taken the enemy 
evacuated Sontay on the night of the 16th, 
The French entered next morning with their 
guns shouldered, Admiral Courbet does not 
intend to follow up his victory by any 
on Bacninh until he has received reinfor 
ments, which cannot arrive before.

The Silks that Wear Longest. 


After the silk passes from the dyer’s 
hands the manver in which it is woven is of 
ezseutial importence. All other things be- 
ing equul, gouds woven with au equal weft 
and woot is the most duruble, hence the 
strongest silk is the old-fashioned twffeta or 
glace silk of a generationago. Qorded silks 


made without some part of the weave beiog | or turniture, 


heavier and exerting strain on the lighter 
portion, Teffeta silks, from the lightness 
of their construction, are usually hand-made 
goods. Large quantities of inexpensive 
striped and checked taffetas known as sum- 
mer silks, are woven in Switzerland in a 
circuit of about thirty miles around the city 
of Zarich, Whole families of Swiss peasants, 
including the man of the house, his wife, 
sons and buxom daughters, are employed 
together at hand looms. A checked taffeta 
under a dolar will usually outwear several 
silks which range io prices from $1 to $2 a 
yardsnd are made as tilke at this price 
usually are, by the less durable processes of 
the power-loom, where the weaver never 
stops to tiea thread, and the delicate fibre 
of the silk must be tightly twisted to bear 
the strain of the rougher handling of whole- 
sale work. A goods cqually as strong as 
taffeta is India foularo, sometimes called 
handkerchief silk, ‘Chese goods are woven 
lg acountry where the heathen workmen 
have not yet learned the clever shams

large qaantities of “‘chappe,” or shoré silk, 
whi h is rough and liable to break apart at 
asliintsvrain, Short silk differs from long 
silk—which is the continuous thread spun 
by the worm and reeled off at the tilature— 
im being composed of the waste of the fila- 
ture. he silk which is broken«r tangled 
in jeeling, the rough pilk cn the outside of 
every cocoon, and the silk of perforated 
sos frou which the moth has emer, , 
are all torn apart and span again by artiti- 
cial means, like cotton or flax. Coappe is 
at beat a species of silk “shoddy,” and is 
olten mixed with cotton or some other veg- 
etable tibre to strengthen it, Large qnanti- 
ties of foulard goods are made in the coun- 
try which are similar to the French goods, 
The durable *Louisine’ summer siiks are 
woven with an even weft and woof, and are 
composed of raw or half-boiled silk, part of 
the natural glue of the cocoon being left in 
the goods.—N. Y, Tribune. P

Escapes ‘From Edinburgh Castle. 


‘‘ Edinboro Old Town,” by Andrew Lang, 
is the opening paper in the January Century. 
Pennell’s clever sketches supplement tinely 
Mr, Lang's picturesque de:criptions, Many 
romantic stories of tne castle are told, among 
them the following : ‘If ‘sinne’ could sink 
town and tower, Edinburgh would centurics 
since have been with ‘ Memphis and Babylon 
and either Thebes,’ In those old times, 
when a Scotch pence hated a man, he very 
commonly acted on the maxim, ‘If you want 
a thing well done, do it yourself,’ and dirk- 
ed his foe with hisown hand. This was the 
custom of the Dake of Albany, brother of 
James 1IL., who slew John of Scougal, and 
in other ways so conducted himeelf that, in 
1452, he was consigned to prison in the 
Castle. Thence Albany deemed that he was 
not likely to come forta alive, especially as 
his brother Mar had mysteriously vanished 
—so mysteriously, indeed, that even now 
the manner of Mar’s fate is unknown. Al- 
bany’s friends sent a sinall ship to wait in the 
harbor of Leith, and a hamper of wine casi- 
ly found admissioa to Albany's rooms in the 
Castle. The hamper contained ropes as well 
as wine, and when Albany had made his 
keepers drunk with the liquor, had dirked 
them, and thrown their matl-clad bodies to 
grill on the fire, he escaped to the ship at 
Leith by aid of the ropes. But the fayorite 
way of escaping had a bland and child-like 
simplicity, The captive's wife paid him a 
visit, the pair exchanged clothes, and the 
prisoner walked out in the lady's petticoats ! 
‘Chis old trick was played in the Castle as 
often-as the ‘confidence trick’ in the capi- 
tals of modern civilization. Apparently it 
never missed fire, and we may conclude 
that in every case the turkeys wero bribed. 
The only prisoner of note who ever failed 
was the firet Marquis of Argyll, in 1601, 
‘The Marchioness came to see hum in a sedan 
chair; he assumed her dress and coif, and 
stepped into the sedan. But presently he 
lost heart and stepped out again, though 
what he was afraid tit is difficult to guess, 
He could only die once, his execution was 
certain, ani he might as well be shot 
privately, in the attempt to ran away, as be 
decapitated publicly in the town where the 
great Montrose, his enemy, was done to 
death. When the Marquis’s son, in his 
turn, was confined in the Castle, his ready 
brain conceived the novel idea of escaping, 
not in the dress of a lady, but in that of the 
lackey of his daughter-in-law, He let tho 
lady's train drop in the mud, whereon, with 
the wit and coolness of a daughter of tho 
Lindsays, she awitched the dripping silk in 
f orying, ‘ Thou careless loon,’ Then 
4 laughed, and Argyll, for that 
time got clean away.”

A CANADIAN IN CHIN; 


Throo Yoars in tho Colostial Sorvico—A 
Formidable Navy—Cninose Suporsti- 
tions about the Sea—France bas a 
Hard Bono to Bite 


Mr, Andrew P, Clovelond was born in 
Canada and went to sca in his sixteenth 
year. After serving for several years on the 
‘Frederick I.,” of St. John, N, B, he 
shipped on the Boston ship ** Agnes” and 
sailed to Canton, Hearing that foreigners 
were employed in the Chinese navy, he put 
in an application and was offered a position 
on the ** Tung-Hin,” with promise of good 
wages if ho was capable of teaching sailors 
how to handle the guns, He accepted, and 
remained from April, 1879, till September, 
1852, in the Chinese service; his position 
was a very. pleasant one, and he received 
none but the kindest treatment from his 
superiors, 

The Ubincee, Mr, Cleveland says, have 
nothing of a seafaring pature about them. 
But in 1862, seoing the usclesness of their 
junks against European war-ships, and be- 
ing required also to put down piracy, tho 
foundations of a navy were laid. Several 
gunboats that the British Government no 
longer wanted wero handed over to the 
Chinese, and for nearly a dozon years sorved 
all the purpos:s for which that nation necd- 
ed water craft. Bat in 1876, when the 
Formosa dispute occured between China and 
Japan, the fleet of the latter greatly troubled 
their continental neighbours, ‘he Corea 
and Loo Choo difficulties followed, and the 
Chinese purchased fourteen first-class war- 
ships from an English builder, They are 
superior vessels, formidably armed and cap- 
able of high speed. The purchasers are 
greatly pleased with the shipsand Japan is no 
longer areaded. In fact, China haa the 
bettor navy of the two. While Mr. Cleve- 
land was stillin the service the Government 
took another stop. Two double-turreted 1ron- 
clads were got from the shipyards of Stettin, 
and these corvettes completed a fleet of sixty 
vessels, of which the sixteen last referred to 
are the cquals of any afloat, The old gun- 
boats count for very little, but there are 
some very well built transports in the fleet. 

The Chinese are as ingenious as Yankees, 
They buy an English waggon or American 
plough, and make others on their model, 
‘They are now building ships from the models 
of those tiley have bought, the work being 
directed by Germans or Americans, Doubt- 
less goo} ehips will be built, but it is to be 
questioned whether manutacturing will not 
prove moet costly than purchase, Li Hang 
Chang, who really founded the navy, also 
organized the North Chiaa Navigation Com- 
pany, which had twelve steamers a year ago. 
‘These in competition with the junks, have 
almost a monopoly of the carrying trade, In 
time of war it is provided that they shall 
act as transports. Mr. Cleveland describes 
Li Hung Caang, whom he often met, as a 
man of great energy. No state officer has 
more to contend with. He has the greatest 
difficulty in manning his navy, the people 
having a superstitious dread of the sea, and 
being got by the highest wager. ‘The belief 
is that if a man lives three days on board he 
will not only have escaped the dreaded bad 
luck, but-will be more fortunate on the sea 
than anywere else. Conseqnently, there are 
no deserters, after the miserable three days 
are over, ‘he sailor. is ridiculed by all his 
countrymen and he is an outcast. Li has 
procured Western officers and sailors with- 
outs tint. Foreign assistance has done the 
work: of organization, and most of the seamen 
are good able bodied fellows, well disciplined 
and capable, and under the authority 
of competent superintendents. 

From my own pergonnl observation, says 
Me. Cleveland, I incline to think that the 
Chinese navy is now quite capable of main- 
taining the rights of the Empire, Japan is 
not alone interested, Cnioa maintains her 
dignity on the waters of the Yellow Sea, and 
as well as her position further south. The 
Annam affair is critical. The action of the 
French was regarded as one of intolerable 
impertinence before I left Canton. The 
Chinese are fearfully persistent ia their 
opinions, and Franc? will find that she will 
have a hard bone to bite. If the dispute 
comes to war, China without a nayy could 
do nothing, Bat it has a navy, and beyond 
the shadow of doubt it will be employed in 
occasion of war, and employed so well that 
the world will kaow, what it now scarcely 
dreams of, that Chioa has one of the best 
and most formidable of modera navies,

“*] wish there were not so much guess work 
ia farming operations, but guessing from my 
own experience, I cannot affort to keep a 
butter cow without some kind of provender, 
Lalso guess that { cannot afford to grow 
roots or buy wheat bran for her, Coro 
ground in the ear two parts, and cotton seed 
meal one part, three quarts of the mixture 
night and morning, fea dry, hae given us the 
best results in cow, milk and butter, and 
our customers nover find fxult, Ihave never 
had a cow eat at the shingles from the barn 
or chew bones, while upon this feed, If you 
have no cobs, throw io a emall handfal of 
ashes once or twice a week ; also give thei 
all the salo they will eat. For beef oxen I 
have decided that two dollars in corn meal 
and one ia cotton seed will do as much as 
four in corn meal alonc, The more ex- 
perience I have in cotton seed, the better I 
am pleased with it, while the more I have 
with wheat bran the less I think of it. I 
koow that smarter men than I feed bran 
and stick to it, and I often think I must 
have been mistaken and try it again, but 
always with the same unsatistactory result, 
Barley meal gives good results for beef, pork 
and butter.”

4 Bird that Waitod Long for hor Mato 


and Dicd in the Samo Way at Last. 


A female dove, in Elmira, N. Y., whose 


peculiar actions for some time past gave it 
the name of the * crazy dove,” was killed 
recently under these curious oircumst- 
ances: 


The bird was one of a pair that belonged 
to a young lady living near the Erie Railway 
track. A fow months ago, in flying acrous 
the railroad track, the male bird came in 
contact with the smokestack of the Pacific 
express locomotive. Itwas killed instantly 
and was thrown suddenly out of the night 
of its companicn, ‘The female circled about 
in the air for a few minutes, in evident 
amazement at tle sudden disappearance of 
her mate.

The original seal of the Confederate Stater, 
which is of massive silver, is still inthe hands 
of an ex-Confederate soldier, who treasures 
it carefully. It consists of a device repre- 
senting an equestrian portrait of Washing- 
ton (after the statue which surmounts his 
monument in the Capitol Square at Rich- 
mond), surrounded with a wreath composed 
of the principal agricultural products of the 
Confederacy (cotton, tobacco, sugar-cane 
corn, wheat), and having around it the 
words, ‘*The Confederate States of America, 
Twenty-second February, Eighteen Hun- 
dred and Sixty-two,” with the following 
motto: ‘Deo Vindice.” The Confederate 
monument at Magnolia Cemetery to the 
memory of the dead who fellin defense of 
Charlestown bears on one of its faces an en- 
larged representation of the great seal of the 
Confederate States, 


A curious scene occurred Jately at St. 
George’s, Hanover square, London, A 
couple were about to be united in the bonds 
of holy matrimony ; but as the lady had been 
defendant in a divo:ce suit, the rector was 
opposed to the marriage, entertaining con- 
scientious scruples on the subject, The 
bridegroom had therefore secured the offices 
of another clergymau, the breadth of whose 
ideas on the marriage question is well known. 
He was preeent, and all promised to go 
smoothly, when obstacles suddenly present- 
ed themselves, owing to the fuct that per-

appearance, the loan of a surplus was denied 
him, but some ona overcame that difficulty 
by rushing out and buying one, But the 
troubles did not end here, for two stalwart 
cnrates resolutely barred the passage of the 
reverend gentleman, preventing his enter- 
ing the church, where the bride was anxious- 
ly awaiting her swain. [ventually the

Losing and Forgetting. 


A successful business man aid there were 
two things he learnsd when he was eighteen 
which were ever afterward of great use to 
him, namely; ‘*Never to love anything, and 
never to forget anything.”

If 
a cortain matter of importance was to 
be remombered, ho- pinned it down in 
his mind, fastened it there, and made it 
stay. He usedsay: ‘*When a man tells me 
he forgot to do something, I tell ho might 
as well say, ‘I do not think onough of my 
business to take the trouble to think of it 
again," 

Tonce had a young man in my employ, 
said another gentleman, who deemed it suf- 
ficient excuse for neglecting any important 
task to say, ‘‘Z forgot.” 1 told him that 
would not answer. If he was sufficiently in- 
terested he would be careful to remembor, 
1t was because he did not care enough that 
he forgot. I drilled him with this truth, 
Ho worked for mo three years, and during 
the last of the threo years hv was utterly 
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Drinking and Health, 


At a recent meeting of the Toronto Uni- 
versity Temperance League, Dr. CGeikie, 
Dean of the Faculty of Trinity Medical Col- 
lege, made o very practical speech in re- 
gard to the effect of even moderate drinking 
on the health, Coming from a gentleman of 
his high reputation and atending as a medi- 
cal man his views ought to have much 
ht. 

The following is a brief summary of the 
most important of the doctor's remarks on 
this important subject :— 

He warned them against the tendency ex 
isting among certain abstainers of being 
rather Pharisaical. Hs had been asked to 
say a few words from a doctor's standpoiny. 
Drinking in moderation was useless, he said 
so as a medical mon, (Applause), Why 
was it nseless? What use was it? That 
aeemed a curious answer to such a question, 
He had visited the gymnasium, on watch- 
ed with interest the proceedings. Did they 
think they would have big arms through 
drinking liquor? Never, Nor would they 
have 

FIN IRAINS OR GOOD STOMACHS 
by it. The less they drank the better 
would their muscles be, the clearer their 
heads, the better their stomachs, the longer 
their lives. (Applause), He wasnot afraid 
to maintain that position against anybody, 
Does not this prove at onze that the drink- 
ing of liquor is not only useless, but most 
hurtful. Drinking was useless if they want- 
ed to be fine specimens of physique, because 
they had demonstrations every day that 
the very finest specimens of health and 
strength were total abstainere, Go down 
stairs and look at his horse—(laughter)— 
they would see his glosey coat and fat body. 
He had an excellent temper, a disposition 
that could not be surpassed, and he, (Dr. 
Geikie) had never known him to have a 
headache, That horse was a total abstainer. 
(Renewed, laughter), Man differed only 
from'theanimal that he possessed anjntellect, 
the finer powers; then all the greater need 
from abstaining from the abuse of those 
powers, (Applause). Drinking is not Only 
useless, but most injurious and dangeroue, 
He had seen over and over again in his pro- 
fessional career men fall into a state of un? 
consciousness, and never wake in this life 
That was no fancy figure, In the excite- 
ment of the moment, under the influence of 
drink, the blood vessels of the brain might 
enlarge, and aman dic, It might be said 
that a great many medical men still tamper- 
ed with drink ; that was the strongest (ar- 
gument of his contention that it was danger- 
ous, There was a fascination aboutit. It 
got such ahold on men that with all their 
kinduess of heart, their love of home and 
children, the demon drink surpassed all. 
The stomach is injured very much by al- 
coholic drings, Congested to the verge of 
inflammation, and this condition produced 
not occasionally, but frequently, and Kept 
up by many men all but constantly, means 
sooner or later, simply its great injury 
and ultimate destruction. Every day 
drinkers give proof of the trath of this. 
See the state of a drinker’s stomach after a 
protracted spree, and sometimes even 
after a short one, and the destruction of 
digestive power in inveterate topers. 

And the liver, who has not heard of the 
gin drinker, hob-nailed, lion, The organ 
rough, hard, shrunken, and so changed that 
the blood at length cannot circulate freely 
threugh it, and thus dropsy often endsa 
miserable and useless life. Every healthy 
person is healthier, wiser, safer, and better 
in every way, and even so much happier 
without drink than with it

‘Iam young yet’ they will any at forty, “t 
am old indeed.’ They are so ambitious to 
ges on, some of them, that they use up two 
days in one, and waste their vital powers. 
They ride when they ought to walle down 
town, and they take ‘a little soniothing, to 
restore thoir lax energics, for which they 
have to chew aclove or coffee berry, I am 
told, They are overdrawing their account, 
T say, and some day nature and the grace of 
God will shut down on them, Those who 
so differently keep a good digestion, stay 
young and buoyant, love good, sweet com 
pany, and aro not ashamed to look their 
mothors and sisters in tho eyes or kiss them.

At this rate Lord Chol- 
mondeley and other men of high rank were 
to be seen slaving like menials until a late 
hour of the morning. Before long this cel- 
berated faro bank had ruined half the town, 
A Mr. Paul, who brought home a large for- 
une from India, 
Lost £90,000 IN A SINGLE NIGHT, 
and, being ruined, went back to the East to 
make archer fortune,” Lord Cholmon- 
deley, in short, ocoupied the position which 
ata later period was filled by Crockford, 
seeing that both held mortgages upon 
houses, Jands and property of all descrip- 
tions, It was said, indeed, that Mr. Coke, 
of Holkham—an estate which lay not far 
from Lord Cholmondeley’s seat of Houghton 
—wrote to his rapacious neighbor to say 
that, “wishing to feel easy as to his own 
property, which he had inherited from a 
long line of ancestors, and knowing the 
various claims which Lord Cholmondely pos- 
sessed upon the properties of others, he beg- 
ged leave to inquire what sum he would be 
contented to receive as an indemnity for 
any claim he might hereafter think tit to 
make upon the Holkham estate,” The an- 
swer of Lord Cholmontteley was couched in 
the same satirical vein, ‘‘With every 
wish,” he replied, ‘to tranquilize the mind 
of an old and much-loved friend, he did not 
think that, injustice to his own family, he 
could consistently enter into any arrange- 
ment with Mr. Coke which might hereafter 
be detrimental to that family’s interests,” 
Of the scenes witnessed at the female faro 
elubs, very piquant descriptions Oe in 
the ‘Memoirs of Sir Nathaniel Wraxall,” 
in ‘‘Mocres Life of Sheridan,” and in other 
contemporary works. ‘‘About thirty years 
ago,” wrote the anonymous author of a 
pamphlet which appeared in 1874, ‘there 
was but one gaming club in London, It 
was regulated and respectable. Few of the 
members betted high, Ladies were admit- 
ted, but there was only one that played, 
and she was regarded as an abomination. 
At preeent, however, how many females at- 
tend, and how many set up their own card- 
tables? The effects are too clearly to be 
seen in the freqnent divorces which disgrace 
this country, and in the shameless conduct 
of ladies of fashion since they took to gam- 
bling.” 

The firet check administered to the “Fe- 
male Jockey Club" came from the lips of 
Chief Justice Kenyon, when in summing up 
he exclaimed: “Lhe yice of gambling has 
descended to the very lowest orders of the 
people, who have caught the infection from 
their superiors. I wish the latter could be 
punished. If any prosecutions are brought 
before me and the parties are convicted I 
can promise them that, whatever may be 
their renk and station in the country—even 
though they should be the first ladies in the 
land—they shall stand in the pillory as a 
warning to others,” That threat of the 
pillory killed the private faro tables kept 
by ladies. Tothem succeeded the famous 
clubs kept by Watier and Graham, upon 
the ruins of which Crockford’s ultimately 
arose, Watier's club was established in 
1807, by Lord Headfort and Mr. Maddox, of 
Cheshire, A house was taken in Vicadilly, 
atthe corner of Bolton street, ond Watier, a 
superlative cook, was put incharge. The 
dinners were so excellent that all the young 
men of fashion ard fortune were eager to be- 
come members. Macao took the place of 
faro, ax, in our own time, baccarat has 
superseded all its predecessors, and thous- 
ands of pounds changed hands every night, 
The clnb lived until 1819, Mr, John Mad 
dox, one of its founders, cut his throat 
and Graham's club arose in ita place.

| produced an effect that alarmed me—acrav- 
| ing for more and for stronger drink, that 
was almost irresistible. I finished a bottle 
of St. Julien, and nothing but a violent 
effort of will prevented me trom then order 
ing some brandy, 

I attribute this to the exhaustion conse- 
quent upon the excessive work, and insufil- 
cient, unsavory food on the previous five 
days. I have made many subsequent obser- 
| vations on the victims of alcohol, and have 
| no doubt that overwork, and scanty, taste- 
| less food, are the primarysource of the cray- 
ing for strong drink thatso largely prevails 
| with such deplorable resultsamong the class 
| that is the most exposed to such privation, 
1 donot say that this is the only source of 
| such depraved appetite. 1t may also bo en- 

gendered by the opposite extreme of oxcoss- 

ive luxurious pandering to genoral sensual 

ity.

perienced recently, and to do so by obser 
ing Venus later, as her light is reflected 
through the intervening atmosphere, which, 
in my opinion, contains an unusual quantity 
of aqueous vapor that acts as prisms, In 
other words, we will find from her a con- 
tinuous spectrum. Spectrum in physica 
does not mean a ghost, as the word might 
indicate, but the rainbow colors obtained 
when the light of the sun or any other bril- 
liant object is allowed to pass through glass 
in a prismate form, through drops ot liquid, 
or through vapor, Rain drops act as 
prisms, and hence we have the spectrum 
in the sky in the form ofa rainbow. The 
light from Venus passing through this red 
atmosphere is refracted, aud we will see the 
rainbow colors, red on one side, then the 
yellow and blue. This to me is satisfactory 
evidence that the red glow contains aqueous 
vepors in larger quantities than usual,” 
Atter receiving this explanation from the 
professor an hour was passed by the reporter 
in star-gazing. Beauteous Venus was mag- 
nified by the telescope many times her ap- 
Parent size as viewed by the naked eye. 
Sure enough, the evening queen took upon 
herself the prismatic colors of the rainbow, 
just as the professor had stated; at one 
time her upper third would be a bright red, 
her lower third blue, while a band of yellow 
divided the two; again, in a moment the 
red and the blue would change places ; anon 
from the star would flash prismatic colors— 
a trianyle of varied hues would soem to 
hang from her lower disc an instant to ap- 
pear the next about her. So, until the twi- 
light had deepened into darkness and the 
glow in the west had become purple, did the 
colors come and go, and the tell-tale Venus 
thus revealed the secret and vexations pro- 
blem of how tke crimson sunacts are caused,

Adolphustown, originally call- 


namo in honor of Adolphus, Duke of Cam- 
bridge, tenth sou of George IIT, In the year 
1753, a party of Loyalists, under command 


| of Capt. Vanalstine, sailed from New York 


andina month's time arrived at Quebec. 
From Quebce they proceeded to Sorel, where 
In the spring 
they set out in batteanx, and reached the 
fourth township on the 16th of June, 1784. 


| According to Canniff’s account, they passed 


tho present Adolphustown wharf, westward 


| nearly half a milo, and rounded Hagerman’s 


Point where a sraall stream empties into the 
bay. They ascended this creek for nearly a 
quarter of a mile; and proceeded to land 
upon ite southside. Between the croek and 
tho bsty is a pleasant eminence, and it was 
upon its slopes that the settlers under Van- 
alatine pitched their tents. At an early 
day they drew lots for land, each of the 
company receiving a grant of 200 acros. 
While yet living in their tenta, one of the 
number, a child it is said, died and was 
buried close by under a tree. Others were 
afterwards buried here and thus was form- 


| ed the ‘U. E. Loyalist burying ground.” 


These pioneers were a wonderfully hardy 
set of men and many lived to a greatage 
despite their numerous hardships. Very 
few of them died under eighty, and two of 


| them lived to be over a hundred, John 
| Fitzgerald 


ying at the ago of 101, and 
Daniel Cold, 106 years, The little colony 
prospered and in 1812 had a population of 
575 noula. 

The time came when Adolphustown be- 


| came almost the principal place in Upper 


Canada, being the ceatre of the settlements 
in the midland district. Court was alter- 
nately held there and at Kingston, twice a 
year in each place. The first court was 
held in the barn of Paul Huff, which served 
the purpose very well in summer, and was 
no donbt better provided with ventilation 
than any of the modern buildings in which 
judgea and juries are so frequently stifled, 
and slowty but surely dono to death. In 
winter the Methodist Chapel was secured 
for tho purpose until a Court House was 
erected. The building of o court house was 
followed by the growth of a village, and 
among its population were many whose 
names became household words in every 
Canadian home. It continued a place of 
importance for many a year, but gradually 
its glory, oxcept place ever to be held 
sacred for its historical associations, depart- 
ed, and younger rivals more fortunately 
situated for purposes of trade have come to 
the front. Adolphustown, as eloquently 
stated by the historian from whom we gather 
all this information, contributed many of 
those men who havo made their mark in 
political, as well as in more general matters 
relating to the country. In the old home- 
steads, which there gradually arose, were 
born and spent their Bhoouttares a host 
of sous, who, moving further west, planted 
the townships, 

There waa the birth place of Judge Hager- 
man, Sheriff Ruttan, and others. who have 
left their names on the pages of Canadian 
history. There fourished the earliest lawyer 
of the Province, Judge Hagerman’s father, 
and there also played o4 a boy the present 
premier of the Denints, Such are some of 
the facta which we bave gleaned for those 
readers, who at this time are taking eo much 
intercet in the early settlement of the 
Province by thoir Loyalist forefathers.

which is to be bent. When suflicient heat 
has been applied, the cane is pulled slowly 
and graduaily round until the hook is com- 
pletély formed, and then secured with a 
string. An additional application of heat 
serves to bake and permanently fix the curl. 
Tho under part of the handle ‘is frequently 
charged by the action of the gas, and this 
is rabbed down with sand-paper until the 
requisite degree of smoothness is attained, 


A Prosperous Chinese Physician. 


A {celebrity among the Chinese of San 
Francisco is their great doctor, Li Po Tai, 
He has been in this country nearly thirty 
years and has a larger income from his pro- 
fession than any white practitioner in the 
city. His patients all come to his office when 
able, and Li Po Tai sits up habited in gor. 
geous silks and brocades in a little den of 
an office overlooking the plaza, and feels 

ulses all day long. ‘The patients are most- 
ly white people who come to him after a 
varied round of their own physicians, or at 
the instigation of some of his resurreected 
und enthusiastic patients, Li Po Tai rests 
ths patient’s elbow on a blue silk cushion, 
aud proceeds to feel his right pulse with his 
three hooked and long-clawed fingers. He 
feels his right pulse to ascertain the con- 
dition of the brain, stomach and kidneys, 
and then grasps the left wrist to find out 
about the heart, liver and lungs, Although 
he Knows practically nothing of anatomy as 
our physicians know it, he makes a wonder- 
ful diagnosis ofa case, He charges ten dollars 
a week for his services, including his medi- 
cines, and patients either come to his office 
and drink the ¢isanes, or take the packages 
of mysterious stuff home and make their 
own hot drinks, 

Li Po Tai has many notions that puzzle 
and interest the patignts. Ho first treats 
them to a severe course of antidotes for 
quinine poison, if they confess to ever having 
taken that deadly drug. He next commands 
them to eat no shell fish or uncooked fruit, 
to let alone poultry, fried meats, egas, watery 
vegetables, all liquors and everything sour, 
For these thirty years Li Fo Tai has made 
his patients drink hot water, and dyspepsia, 
ncer and tumors are his spacialities. His 
income froin his profession is computed at 
more than $6,000 a month.

Warm Food For Poultry. 


Those who are anxious to do all they ean 
to minister to the comfort of their fowl, 
and thus induce them to shell out eggs dur- 
ing the cold, wintry months when eggs are 
so fearfully and wonderfully scarce, will do 
well to warm the food before giving it to the 
poultry, no matter whether the food bea 
soft, mixed mass or made up entirely of 
whele gr It is not much trouble to do 
this for an average-sized flock of fowls, for 
the food can be put in a pan and sot in the 
oven of the stove for asnort time. If tho 
grain does get alittle brown, it will do no 
harm, but care should bo taken not to feed 
it while it is too hot, else injury may result. 
If the mass is comfortably warm to the 
feeder’s hand, it may be safely fed to the 
fowls, but hotter than that it is dangerous 
to feed it. Oa a cold winter's morning it is 
quite a sight to sce with what eagernoss and 
koen relish fowls will devour the warm 
feed. In connection with warm, comfort- 
able winter quarters, warm food is one of 
the greatest aids to winter egg production 
that we can name and a trial will soon con- 
vince the doubting ones of the officacy of 
warm food for poultry in cold weather,

Napanee & Tamworth R’y. 


The new car for this line is progressing 
rapidly at the Kingston car works. 

Large quantities of cedar ties have been 
used in the construction of this line, thus 
securing a minimum of expense in renewals. 
It is found that on lines ether than trunk 
lines, where traflic is not heavy, cedar ties 
remain sound from 15 to 20 years, while 
hemlock decays in about six years, 

W. R. Aylsworth, Exq., and Mr, J, But- 
lel, engineer of the line, went out last week 
to examine the sink-hole, which they found 
to be on the drowned lands, about threo 
miles this side of Tamworth. It is of groat 
depth, thus necessitating the running of the 
line ina new direction in that vicinity, for 
which the engincer and his assistanta are 
already making arrangements.

CHINESE SMUGGLERS. 
Ingonious Doviods tor Klnding tho 
Custom House Cfilcers, 


The Custom House searching fora do- 
talied for duty on the China ateamors is an 
interesting study, Their suspicions are 
awakened by the most trifling circumstance, 
They have found opium in the solea of 
Chinese shoes, in pails which had false 
bottoms and hollow st 3, in loga of wood, 
hollow broom handles and other unoxpected 
places, ‘The water-pail plan for a while 
was a favorite with Celestial amugglera, 
The pail was used for washi off the out 
side of tho vessel or the de and filled 
with dirty water it did not look much like 
an opium receptacle. After being nsod it 
was allowed to atand on the mail duck until 
it was, as tho result of an apparent accident, 
placed on some waggon and carted away. 
Then the Chinese tackled the chocking loas 
or blocks usually placed under the freight 
gangplank, Oneday the end of one of these 
blocks attracted asearcher's attention, It 


im all the walks of life, habitually breatho 
an atmosphere vitiated by being breathed 
over and over again; they are starving 
for the want or oxygen, and are being 
poisoned by carbonic acid.

The 
broom trick was near to that, A cargo of 
brooms went to Honolula and were thrown 
on the wharf. The consignee, a China mer- 
chant, came down and eaw them on the 
wharf. <A chargo for freight was made on 
them which the consignee refused to pay. 
There is where ho made a mistake, The 
brooms lay on tho wharf over night. Some 
one stepped on the pile and broke one. 
That revealed the trick. Tho lower end 
had been hollowed out and filled with opium 
and then the brush part was made over it, 

A monotonous duty which sometimes 
comes to the searchers is to sit on the roof

He oxpresied himaelf convincod 
England was t riond of pt, and 
said that porsonally he never could forget 
the considerution shown for his great, diffi 
culties, As for tho prosent situation, it 
would have been good but for the mehdi’s 
sudden successes, It was a gratifying fact 
that the peoplo were prospering and content- 
ed, I asked what his highnoas thought of 
the character of the mehdi, ho khedive do- 
clored him an obvious impostor, All Muss 
ulm ns did indeed expect a leader or reform- 
er toward the end of the world, but tho 
Koran said the true mehdi would appear at 
Mecca or in some city of the east, and that 
at first he would not be recogaized, but 
finally mot with universal acceptation. Ac- 
cording to the toachers of Islam, ho would 
not be of negroid extraction, nor a destroy-~ 
er of moslems ; but this falso mehdi imposes 
upon the ignorant by specious gifts and per- 
sonal marks and excuses, cruel maseacres of 
tho faithful; by pretending that tho Turks 
are in reality Christians, and declaring that 
the Hgyptian power has ended, His highness 
confeseed ignorance at present of the mehdi’s 
movements, The Mudirs, however, he told 
mo, of Lenaar, Khartoum, and Berber have 
dispatched many spies, and the nows ro- 
ceived is that they are unable to trace the 
march of the main army. Dotached bodies 
of about 10,000 have certainly been sent in 
various directions, and they may possibly 
have gone from Obeid to Darfur, or might 
bo advancing direct on Dongola by the land 
route, ‘‘If,” said the khedive, ‘‘such a 
force should reach tae first, or even only the 
second cataract, it would become easier for 
Egypt to strike a decisive blow,” His high- 
ness has received no message directly from 
the mehdi, and does not know what projects 
the pretender harbors, He has certainly 
been sending emissaries to every quarter 
and no doubt the revolt of the tribes to the 
eastward of the Nile, which were previovsy 
loyal and contented, is due to this propa- 
ganda. ‘‘If they havo risen,” said the khe- 
dive—‘'the tribes and sheiks—it is bocause 
they havo been afraid and distracted be- 
tween the mehdi and myself, and have been 
obliged to oLey whichever authority seemed 
uppermost,” Regarding the future policy 
of the governmentof Hyypt, his highness re- 
marked that they never could or never would 
withdraw from the Soudan, It had bocome 
the ‘‘back-gate of our houso; a great portal 
by which tho wealth of equatorial Africa 

would eventually enter.” 

Apropos of Sir Samuel Baker's suggestion, 
he himself was anxious to treat with Abys- 
sinia in a friendly spirit, and wou'd make 
large concessions with a view to rectify tho 
frontier, but he would certainly not yield 
Missowah; if was a harbor essential to 
Egypt. On the west ho had personally 
wished to restrict his country to her natural 
limits, and as 4 prince he had disapproved 
herein of his father’s schemes of annexation. 
He was even now willing to make Darfour 
a tributary province under a native raler, 
but must undoubtedly keep Kordofan, 

Immediate operations would ‘neceszarilly 
be limitea, continued his highness, to hold- 
ing the chief positions along the Nile. He 
felt confident that before very long Baker 
Pasha would be be able to clear the road 
from Saukin to Berber, What might after- 
word be determined upon it was at present 
impossible to foresee, but while holding the 
channels of the Nilo strongly he and his eup- 
porters could afford to wait. 

This, said the knedive, still quietly con- 
vevsing, ia mainly a religious revolt, but ono 
fomented by the principul slave-dealers and 
by Soudanese traders who desire to mono- 
polize the ivory traflic now so profitable, 
‘These unscrupulous people have fanned tho 
flame of superstition, and to surrender terr- 
itory to the mehdi would be to play their 
evil game, The khedive said he had great- 
ly coveted the glory of giving its death blow 
to slavery, but that 1 was probably &ware it 
formed a most profitable business in Central 
Africa, and that for its sake many degraded 
speculators retarded all progress, ‘God 
knows,” his highness went on, “I am 
anxious to spare my subjects the cost and 
misery of war and to leave tho fellaheen in 
quiet to till our eoil, The wars with Abys- 
sinia and Darfour have cost us s9ven millions! 
How much better it they had been spent 
for the development of zypt! Oar country 
is not rich ; neverthcless, with all these 
troubles, it is very well able to pay the in- 
tereat on its dobt, and that, too, with £150,- 
000 sterling of surplus to devote as  sink- 
ing fund, I have the highest desire, not- 
withstanding, to reduco the debt, and to re- 
lieve our fellaheen of their load of taxation 
and usury.”

Baroda. We give them in order of popula- 
tion ; but, properly speaking in the English 
way of counting, Howra, the Southwark of 
Calcutta, should be included in the capital, 
which with it contains abovo 866,000 souls, 
and itis the greatest, ay it is by far the

wealthiest, city inthe Empire. Below the 
limit of 50,000 the towns become much more 
numerous, and there are hundreds with pop- 
ulations above 20,000, The majority of the 
latter aro quite unknown to Europeans, an 
active magistrate or two excepted ; and, #0 
far as we ure aware, there is no book in 
Wnglish which gives the slightest account of 
thoir organization, or of the life and people 
inthem, Yet many of them have histories 
of 2,000 yeara, and in all flourish families 
which think themselves noble, and have 
long pedigrees and stirring tales to narrate, 
Woe hear every now and then much of Indian 
princes who, in India, are hardly mentioned, 
and of “educated natives,” a scarcely per- 
ceptible class, but of the true ‘British 
India” as little is known at home as of the 
eaatern provinces of Peru,—London Specta- 
tor.

The Defense af Khartoum. 


Khartoum is naturally marked out by its 
situation as the capital of the Soudan. 
Built in the angle formed by the junction of 
the Blue and White Niles, the meeting point 
of the roads from Dongola and Ugypt on the 
northwest and north from Saakim and Ber- 
ber on the northeast, from Darfur on the 
weat, from Kordofan, Sepnaar, and the 
equatorial provinces on the south, it is the 
commercial centre of the whole region, and 
has ever since the conquest of the country 
by Egypt been the chief seat of the Egyp- 
tian power, and the residence of the gover- 
nor-general of the Soudan. The town, near 
which are some ruins of the time~of the 
Pharaohs, is built along the left bank of the 
B.ue Nile, with the White Nile in ita rear, 
in a wide, barren, and stoneless plain, and 
protected by dikes against inundation froin 
the two rivers, It is 1,400 feet above the 
sea, and has some 50,000 inhabitants, of 
whom ubout two-thirds are slaves, for 
Khartoum was at one time the head-quarters 
of that iniqnitous traffic, which, atter the 
subjugation of the country by Kzypt,rapidly 
supplanted the legitimate trade in ivory and 
other natural products of the Soudan, and 
is the fons et origo mali in all the wars 
which nave constantly disturbad the coun- 
tey. 

Khartoum is, from a military point of 
view, & position of great strength. It is 
protected by five ditched earthwork forts, 
but these are said to be weakly armed, and 
its most efficient protection are the broad 
rivers on either side of it, A force coming 
from the west would find it a matter of 
great difficulty to cross the White Nile in 
the face of an- enemy; and, even if the 
movement were effected, the approach to the 
town across @ plain which affords no shelter 
whatever to an attacking force, would be 4 
vory difficult operation in face of defenders 
armed with weapons of precision, The gar- 
rison of Khartoum is estimated at 4,000 
men, all thus armed, It is true that the 
medhi, since the capture of Obeid, must 
have a good many weapons of precision him- 
self, but his troops are said, whether from 
fanaticism or ignorance, to be averse to using 
them. Col, Stewart, writing from Khar- 
tonum on Feb, 20, soon after the fall of El 
Obeid, declared that it was ‘‘very improb- 
able the mehdi should venture” to Khar- 
toum. In the course of the spring, however, 
tho mehdi did venture, but was easily re- 
pulsed, It io likely, therefore, that after so 
great a success he will make another attempt 
on tho capital, but it is not likely that he 
will do so without loss of time, Tho pres- 
ent season indeed is favorable to military 
operations, whereas the summer, and espu. 
cially the months from Jane to September

Old Shoe Leather.

Fish. 

Nine-tenths of the sardines cousumar 

the United States come en M unas tae 
fow of tho real French fish are imported now. 
The #e Yankee eardines are nothing but 
emall herring put up in boxes with gaud 
lables and Fronch inscriptons. In Eagrport 
thore are ninteon places where the tet 
out sardines, bosides three at Labac two at 
Joneaport, and one each at Milibriles, 
Lamoinoe, and Robinston, In 1876 a Now 
York firm did a lucrative bu sincas pa ya 
** Rassian sardines” in Eastport, These 
were little herring packed in small wooden 
kegs and presorved with spices of different 
kinds, It occured to one member of the 
hrm that these little fish might be utlized to 
better advantage by cooking them and pack- 
ing them in olive oil, like the French eardines, 
‘The experiment had been tried several years 
before without success, The difficulty was 
to eradicate the taste of the herring. ~ This 
gave riso to the couplet: You may epice and 
and may call it sardine if you will, but the 
taste of the herring will cling to it still. 

1: was easy te cook the herring, paok them 
in olive oilin tin cans, and seal them air 
tight, but when they were opened they had 
not the rich, spicy flavor of the regular 
French sardines, After a groat many ex- 
periments, one of the manufacturera succeed- 
edjin producing a mixture of oils and spices 
which removed the difiiculty, 

The herring used for making sardines are 
about four inches long, and are taken in 
great quantities along the Maine and New 
Brunswick coast. They can be bought of 
the fishermen for about $5 ® hogshead, al- 
though when the fish are acarce, as they often 
are in the spring, they bring as much as $15 
ahogshead; ‘fo catch the fish small trees 
or bush are thrown into the sandy bottom 
of the sea, arranged in a lino running out 
from the shore some séventy-five or one 
hundred, feet, and then curved back like a 
horseshoe, Inside this trap isa net. When 
tho tide is falling the net is raised, and the 
fish are taken out with hugh scoop nets. 
The catch is always very uncertain; some- 
times only a bushel or two will be taken, 
and often so many are caught as to endanger 
the net, 

There is another way of capturing the fish. 
Herring, like mackerel, go in schools, and, 
for some reason, always follow a light. Two 
or three fishermen provide thomselves with 
torches made of cotton batting saturated 
with kerosene, and on dark nights row along 
the shores with a torch iu the bow of the 
boat. Whena school is found the herring 
dart after the bost, coming so close thay 
ue are dipped up in neta attached to short 

8, , 

After being captured the fish are taken 
immediately to the factory and laid in heaps 
upon long tables, The firat thing is to de- 
capitate and clean the fish, The dexterity 
rae which this operation is performed by 
the children who are employed, is remark- 
able. Oa rn average seventy-five fish are 
cleaned and decapitated every minute by 
each child, Both operations are performed 
with one stroke of a sharp knife. A box 
holding about a bushel lies at the feet of 
each operator, and as the cleaning is com- 
pleted the fish alides into this box. The pay 
tor this work is ten cents a box, and some 
children make $1,50 a day, 

Alter being washed, the herring are pick- 
led for half an hour, and are then laid upon 
trays and placed in a large drying-room 
heated by steam. After the fish are dry 
they are thrown into large, shallow pans of 
boiling oil snd thoroughly cooked, They are 
then packed in tin boxes by girls and women, 
and in each box is poured @ quantity of the 
patent mixture of oils and spices, Covers 
are then fitted to the boxes and sealed on by 
men, Asair must be excluded, the cans, 
when sealed, are placed in a tank of boiling 
water where they remain half an hour and 
are then removed and placed on an inclined 
plane so that the air inside rushes to one 
corner of the box. This corner is punctured 
with an awl, the hot air escapes, and the 
can is made air-tight by o drop of solder, 
The boxes are then ornamented with at- 
tractive French lables, eaying that the in- 
closed are Sardines a la Francaise ;" some 
are labelled ‘a Vhuille d’olive.” The oil 
need is cotton-seed oil, such as is made in 
South Carolina. It is not always the best 
quality of oil. The best oil is used, however, 
tur fish sold as ‘‘ prime,” 

‘Taere are prepared at these fsctories other 
varities of fish known as ‘‘mustards,” “‘mara- 
neces,” and ‘‘sea trout,” The mustard are 
prepared like the sardines nntil they are put 
in the cans, They are packed in a pre- 
paration made of mustard, vinegar, and oil, 
with a soupson of spice, Tho mustards are 
larger fish than the sardines, Tho maranees 
are packed in a sauce made of vinegar, spices, 
lemon, and sugar, and the sea trout are 
large herring put up in oval boxes with still 
another sauce, 

Almoatthe entire product of these factories 
is shipped to New York, whence itis sold to 
retailers all through the country. Oae of 
the Lubec honses prepares about 4,200 boxes 
aday, ‘The actual cost per box, including 
all exponsos, ia about Scents, The profit 
mado by the packers ia from 5 to 7 cents. 
‘The difference between these prices and what 
the consumer pays for the fish at the grocory 
goca into the pockets of the grocery man, —

A Minnesota Tornado, 

‘Che Norwegian poet and preacher Kristo- 
fer Janson gives the following account of a 
tornado which destroyed his house. 

* We had built two wings on the church, 
you know, as 2 summer resort for mo and 
my family, and we had just movedin, The 
church itself was not yet finished, the doors 
and windowe not pat in, and the carpenters 
and joiners busy at their work when the 
misfortune happened. The weather had 
been turbulent for many days, every night 
lightning ond thundering with violont show- 
era, It was on tho morning of the 2st, 
We had just taken our breat tats and had 
gathered out on the porch to look at the 
grand play of the clements porformed before 
us, Around in the horizon there flashed 
lightning, and it thickened and darkened 
moreand more. We foresaw a violent temp- 
est, It seemed as if the storm moved away 
in the direction of New Ulm, and we won- 
dored if that poor town should be drowned to 
death for the second time, It was swept 
away by a cyclone two years ago, you re- 
member, A cloud, black as the ravon's 
wing, appeared in the west. Suddenly it 
split, and between the two black trains 
expande:l the most fearful, dismal sky 1 ever 
sow. The color was gresn—gray—yellow, 
and it darkened the sun, 80 it became dim 
as twiligut. ‘Lhe carpenters had by-and-by 
gathered together with us on’ the porch, 
*This must be ao hail storm,’ one of them 
said ; ‘now we will pretty soon hear of dis- 
aste Suddenly the cleft widened be- 
tween the two black clond-wings, and the 
upper one came with a terrible speed, hurry- 
ing back towardus, ‘Let ae walk in,’ I said, 
“It seems au if we, too, shall get a taste of 
it.’

A table aud a staircthe 
came flying through tho sir; some men met 
them and pushed thém away, so they ‘did 
not kill my wife and children ; bits of wal 
and roof whirled round us; hore it was im- 
possible to remain. We crept and crawled, 
and ran for our lives down tu the foreat. Ay 
we found each other there were only six ; 
a friend of oura, a farmer, had one of the 
small girls in his arms, my wife arother, 
and one of my sons clung to me.”— Christian 
Tnion.

How Nuts are Protected, 

Among British nuts one may trace a regu- 
lar gradation (not, of course, genealogical) 
from the softest and least protected to the 
hardest and most defensive kinds. Tho 
acorn, produced in vast numbers by a very 
large and long-lived tree, the oak, has hard- 
ly any need of a strong outer coat of armor, 
especially as its kernel is rather bitter and 
far from attractive to most animals, though 
it still feeds a considerable legion of hoard- 
ing equirrels, and must once have been 
munched in immense quantities by the na- 
tive wild boars, or their med!wval successors 
the half-tamed forest swino, In the beech, 
the shell of the actual nut itself is merely 
loatherly ; but the outer coat or involucre is 
sprinkled over with distinctly protectiva 
prickles. (It is worth while to note in pass- 
ing, that the beech nuts or mast rarely con- 
tain a kernel in Britain—in other words 


they are almost always sterile ; whereas in 
other countrica where the beeches are more 
sturdy, the nuts are usually fertile; and thia 
fact may be put side by side with the correl- 
ative fact that the beech is a decadent tres 
in Kagland, where it was once dominant, 
but it is now rapidly dying ont before our 
very eyes, at least in its indigenous form.)

Tt he faVors their 
theories, there can bz no/improvement, and 
if he opposes them he loses their confidence 
and their patronage, There is as much ill 
health oaused by underfeeding as by over- 
feeding, ‘he man who has lived soo freely 
may generally moderate his course and re- 
gain his health; but through a long course 
of semi-starvation the digestive orguus be- 
camo weakened; and the stomach con- 
tracts so that it cannot properly perform 
its work; the body cannos bo suflivsiently 
nourished, These abnormal conditions 
generally result from mismanagement dur- 
ing childhood. ‘The child who 4s restricted 
to three meals a day comes to the table with 
a ravenous appetite, and with the rertainty 
that « long fast awaits him after he has 
finished his repast. ‘These two incentives 
naturally lead to gluttony. 

Tae child who is permitgod to eat what- 
ever it wishes, at all times, becomes the 
victim of disease, because an unnatural ap- 
petite is formed, and it craves those things 
that derange the digestive organs, but con- 
tain but little nourishment, No child was 
ever injared by plain and wholesoine food, 
no matter how frecly, or how often it may 
havo been partaken of. When a child is o 
year old it should bo allowed a pretty wide 
dizoretion as to foods of this sort. Three 
meals a day are not sufficient for children, 
All the operations of the system arp more 
active than with the adult, and the food 
supply requires more frequent replenishing, 
Allow children to eat of plain, wholesome 
food, as often as they desire to, if you with 
to escape responsibiliy for impaired hoalth,

Tho following Memorandum was drawn 
up by Gen. (Chiffiese) Gordon in 1881 for the 
information of the Chineso Government, 
and has many points of interest in the pre- 
cent sibuation ;— : 

‘In spite of the opinion of somo foreign- 
ors, it will be gonerally acknowledged that 
the Chinese are contented and happy, and 
the country is rich and prosperous, and 
that the people are au fond united in their 
sentiments and ardently desire to remain a 
nation. At constant intervals, however, 
the whole of this human hive is stirred by 
some dispute between tho Pekin Governmont 
and some foreign power, The Chinese people, 
proud of their ancient prestige, applaud the 
high tone taken up by the Pekin Govern: 
mont, crediting tho government with the 
powor to support their strong words. This 
goes on for atime when the government 
gives in, and corresponding vexation is felt 
by the people. Therecurrence of theso dis- 

putes, tke inevitable surrender ultimately 
of the Pekin Government, has the tendency 
of shaking the Chinese people’s confidence 
!in tho central government. The central 
government appreciate the fact that little 
by little their prestige is being destroyed by 
their own actions among the Chinese people; 
each crisis then becomes more accentuated 
or difficult to surmount, as the central 
government know; cach concession is an- 
other nail in their coffin. The central gov- 
ernment fear that the taking up of a spirited 
position by emy pre-ominent Gainese would 
carry the Chineso peoplo with him, and 
therefore the central government endeavor 
to keep up.appearances and to skirt tho 
precipice of waras near a8 they possibly 
can, while never iatending to enter into 
war, 

“The contral government residing ia the 
extremity of the middle kingdom, away 
from the great inflaonces which are now 
working in China, can nover alter one iota 
from what they were years ago; they are 
being steadily left behind by the people 
they govern, ‘They know this, and en- 
deavor to stem these influences in all ways 
in their power, hoping to keep the people 
backward and in ignorance. and to retard 
their progress to tho same pace (sic) they 
themselves go, if it can be called a pace at 
all, 

“It is therefore a maxim that ‘no progress 
can be made by the Pekin Government.’ 
To them any progress, whether slow or 
quick, is synonymous with slow or quick ex- 
tinction, for they will never move, 

“The term, ‘Cekin Government’ is used 
advisedly, for if the central government 
were moyed from Pekin into some province 
where the pulsations and aspirations of the 
Chinese people could have their legitimate 
effact, then the central government and 
Chinese people having a unison of thought, 
would work together, 

sIt may be asked, How can the present 
state of things be altered! How can China 
maintain the high position that the wealtb, 
industry, and innate goodness of the Chin- 
ese people entitle her to have among the 
nations of the world? Some may say by the 
revolt of this Chinaman or of that China- 
man. ‘To me this soema most undesirable, 
for, in the first place, such action would not 
have the blessing of God, and, in the second, 
if would result in the country being plung- 
ed into civil war, Tho fair, upright, and 
open course for the Chinese people to take 
is to work, through the press and by peti- 
tions, on the central government, and to re- 
quest them to move trom Pekin and bring 
themselyes thus into more unison with the 
Chinese people, and thus save that people 
the constant humiliations they haye got to 
put up with owing to tho seat of the central 
government being at Pekin. This recom- 
mendation would need no secret societies, 
no rebellion, no treason, If taken vp and 
persevered in, it must succeed, and not one 
life need be lost, 


“The central government at Pekin could 
not answer the Chinege people except in the 
affirmative when the Chinese people say to 
the central government :—‘By you residing 
aloof fromus in Pekin, where you are ex- 
posed to danger, you separate our interest 
from youra, and you bring on us hum 
tion which we would never have to bear if 
dou resided in the interior. ‘fake our ap- 
plication into consideration and grant our 
wishes,’ 

“I have been kindly treated by the central 
Pekin Government and by the Chinese 
people ; it is for the welfare of both parties 
that I have written and signed this paper. 
I may have expressed myself too strongly 
with respect to the non-progressive state of 
the Pekin Government, who may dosire tho 
welfare of the middle kingdom as ardently 
48 any other Chinese; but as long as the 
Pekin Government allows themselves to be 
led and directed by those drones of the hive, 
the censors, so long must the Pekin Govern. 
ment bear the blame earned by those drones 
in plunging China into difficulties, In tho

A GALILEEAN VILLAGE, 


Somo Jows Who Mavo Nevor Becn 
Disporsed, 

In ove of the most remote and secluded 
valloys in tho mountains of northern Gali- 
lee lies a village, the small population of 
which possesses an interest altogether 
unique. As J looked down upon it from 
tho precipitous ond dangerous path by 
means of which I was skirting tho flank of 
the mountain I thought I had rarely seen o 
spot of euch ideal beauty, t was an oasis 

not actually in a desert, for the rocky 
mountain ranges were covered with wild 
herbage—but in a savage wilderness of deso- 
lation, in the midst of which the village 
nestled in a forest of orange, almond, fig, 
and pomegranate treos, the tiny rills of wa- 
ter by which they were irrigated glistening 
liko silver threads in the sunlight, and the 
yellow crops beyond contrasting with the 
dull green of the hill verdure longédeprived 
of water, and the gray rocks which reared 
their craggy pinnacles above it. 

The name of the village was Bukoia, I 
had heard vagnely of the eXistence of a spot 
in Galileo where a community of Jews lived 
who claimed to be the descendants of fami- 
lies who had tilled the land in this same lo- 
cality prior to the dextruction of Jerusalem 
and the subsequent dispersion of the race ; 
and as it had never been suspected that any 
remnant of the nation had clang to the soil 
of their fathers from time immemorial,and as 
it is certain that this is the only remnant 
that has, I took some trouble to ascertain 
the name of the village, and felt that it 
was worth ao pilgrimage to visit it, Al. 
though hitherto known to Europeans and 
touriats, it has been for many years a spot

All of the boats were cleared away 
but wereimmediately swamped, and the maj- 
ority of the passengers washed overboard. 
Seven of the passengers left the vessel on a 
life-raft, and abont forty more took to the 
rigging. At 10:30 a.m, the Gayhend lifeboat 
put off and took seven persons. ‘The catter 
Dexter took off 20 more. It is suppoeed that 
97 persons have perished. 

Derrorr, Jan. 18.—A sad accident on the 
St. Clair River, near Algonac, occurred last 
evening. Three men driving on the ice, 
returning home from Marine City, suddenly 

lunged into a hole made by ice cutters, 

hey were quiokly chilled, and their heavy 
garmenta rendered swimming impossible. 
Mr. Cone Allan sank. The other two, John 
Robinson and Thomas Drouilliard, succeed- 
ed in getting hold of and clinging to solid 
ice until rescued. Mr. Allan was one of the 
wealthiest citixens of Algonac, and leaves a 
family and large circle of friends, The body 
has not been recovered, and has probably 
been carried by the current'under the ice,

engagement for service in the Congo country. 
General Gordon started for Brussels. 

Chinese troops, with stores and torpedoes, 
have landed at Hoi How, on the Island of 
Hainan, There is great excitement among 
the Hainanez on acconnt of this warlike 
demonstration. The English Vice-Con-sul 
has demanded the presence of a gunboat. 

It is reported that Abyssinia demands the 
cession of the Bogos territory and the port of 
Massowah, under the threat that the King 
will declare war if the demand is refused. 
Kgypt is willing to cede the Bogos territory 
andthe port of Zoulla on condition that Abys- 
sinia shall operate against Kl Mahdi. The 
latter arrangement will probably be made. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne has reduced 
the rents of thirty lease-holders in the county 
of Kerry, which have produced an aggregate 
of £994 per year, ao that their total income 
is now only £810, He had expended large 
sums for drainago, but faulty construction 
and the prevalence of heavy rains prevented 
tho drains from making the improvement 
which he expected.

The doors are thrown open, and the visi- 
tors are welcomed and conducted to the 
nacimiento, a little alter erected in the pri- 
vate residences of the better classes, repre- 
senting the birth of Christ. Here each one 
repeats a prayer with the rosary. These 
simple religious services over, all are invited 
to the parlor, where refreshments are served, 
and the host makes proclamation that he is 
honored by the presenes of Mary and Joseph, 
and invites them ail to make merry, Masia 
and dancing succeed eating and drinking, 
and there is prolonged merry making. 

To make the representation complete, 
these visitors are firat denied admittance, as 
a sort of by-play, to carry out the historio 
trials of the mother of Christ in her journey 
to Bethlehem, where she and Josph wera 
often deniei shelter and food, The first 
call is the posada, or halt, in the pilgrimage. 
Each night uotil Christmas Evo this iater- 
esting Sustom is continued, a different house ~ 
being visited each evening, The class of re- 
freshm2nts served depends upon tho ability 
and hospitable inclinations of the master of 
the house, Often the entertainment is elab- 
orate, including wines and other expensive

These are the national drinks. es 
Christmas eve ushers in a new rcene, ths 
most dramatic and beautiful of all the holi- 
day eeason, The richer people, who have 
represented the long pilgrimage, give way 
to the poorer classes, who now take up the 
celebration by giving the ‘‘ Pastorela” a dra- 
matic representation of the birth of Christ. 
The lorgest room that can be procured in 
the village is fitted up for the representa- 
tion, and the humble people, who have few 
wants and little to supply them with, como 
in to represent the characters in the drama. 
The shepherds in the field observing the 
Star of Bethlehem, are cleverly represented 
as in their journey under its guidance, The 
birth in the manger, the historic cow, the 
angels and St. Michael are all shown in the 
simple, picturesque, but impressive, play. 
The spectators who witness and applaud the 
humble players, who are thus properly repre- 
senting those who welcomed the birth of our 
Saviour, are sometimes those who made tdxy 
emblematic visits of the previous nine days, 
bnt, generally the play is for the pcorem 
classes, nis charming introduction 
Christmas Day endsa little before moh 


when those who have witnessed it are ex: 
pected to entertain the performers. Then 
all classes go to midnight mass, where the 
greatest crowd of all the year, excopt Holy 
Week, are seen, The food furnished after 
these representations consists usually ef 
bunuelos, a wheat flour cake cooked much 
like our doughnuts, and teequino, a kind of 
beer or fermented driuk, of which the poorer 
classes partake freely during holiday time. 
Christmas day ia colobrated in a quiet 
way. Nothing of the boisterous jovialivy of 
the American day is apparent, Gifts from 
friend to friend are rarely interchanged. 
Tac servants often get their faguinaldo, a 
Christmas present, but even this custom ia 
not general. Hearty fand happy as is the 
Mexican’s Christmas, it is enjoyed more as a 
religious festival than as a feast. Every 
feature is to d> honor to thoir faith, In 
theso devotions, as in all others in that 
country, women delight to bear the burden, 
Worship is the dominant impulse of theso 
shy, caatious and often beautiful creatures.

Croup. 


Croup is a congestion of blood in the ure 
terios of the windpipo congested to such an 
‘xtent that the more watery portions of the 
blood exude and spread and thicken, until 
tho windpipe isso nearly closed that breath- 
ing is difhoult, and ay the filling up in- 
croases and tho breathing becomes more | 
labored a kind of spasmodic contraction of 
the top of the windpipo takes place, und the 
child is dead, 

Croup is the result of cold, oxpecially ns 
connected with damp clothing or wot stock- 
ings. No mother should ever put her child 
under seven years, to bed without feeling | 
the feot, and if they are not warm by all 
means warm them, as it may end ia croup | 
before morning, 

Being out ot doors after sundown from 
November to May is a very freqnent cause 
of croup in small children; iu playing 
about their feet are apt to get wet, or they 
get over-cxcited in their little play, are 
overheated, and are very much inclined to 
stand in the wind, or at a corner on damp 
ground, or sit on a cold stone. 

Croup usually comes on with a alight in- 
crease in the frequence of breathing, about 
sundown or bedtime, The next morning it 
seems to better, andthe mother is hopefal 
but at night it is worse, and the third night 
or sooner it is the regular croup; the child 
is restless, uneasy, it breathes hard and fast- 
the chest heaves, there isakiand of wheez« 
ing, barking, suppressed cough, which does 
not seem to reliove, y 

_If mothers wonld apply remedies tho firat 
night, croup is as easily cured us s common 
cold, when taken in time. The instant 
croupy threatenings are observed the child 
shou d be kept indoors; should eat very 
light food indeed, and not much of that, un- 
til the symptoms have abated. Hydropa- 
thists invest the throat immediately with 
cloths wet with water, very cold, ice-cold if 

possible, but not so as to dribble about ; the 
wet cloth should be covered with a dry 
flannel ons, These cloths should be renew- 
ed every two or ten minutes, according to 
the violence of the symptoms, to be continu- 
ed, by all means, until the breathing is com- 
fortably easy. 

If there is not much fever, or if the skin is 
dry, put the child into a tepid bath of sev- 
enty five degress, and then well wrap up in

But if there is much fever anda hot ekin, 
use the wet pack sheet and renew until the 
fever abates, ‘The bowels sliould be empt- 
ied at once with a warm water enema, By 
all possible means keep the feet and hands 
warm, If there is no expectoration, and 
the child seems to be almost suffocating, 
give warm water copiously, until the use of 
a feather to tickle the throat induces vom- 
ing. It is sometimes wondertal to gee the 
good effects of this warm water yomiting in 
cases of croup in children, 

Some physicians consider nauseating re- 
medies indispensable, Mix half a teaspoon 
each of powdered alumand ipecao in half a 
glass of tepid water, and give it as quickly 
as possible. If it does not cause the child 
to vomit in ten minutes repeat the dose, 
witha teacup of warm water every fiye min- 
utes, until a feather or the finger in the 
throat produces vomiting.—Dr. Hall's 
Health at Home. 


Colds. 


{ 

The most prevalent of sll ailments are 
colds, affecting various parte of the body ; 
‘* they have all seasons for theic own,” and 
are the beginnings of more diseases than all 
other causes combined. 

It becomes, then, a matter of the first 
importance to know how to avoid colds, and 
how to get rid of them speedily when they 
attsck us. 

The most frequent cause of colds is wet 
feet, or feet that remain for a long time 
damp and chilled from wearing too thin 
stockings and shoes, It is probable that half 
of the diseases peculiar to women are induo- 
edinthat way. It is not the wetting of 
the feet that gives colds, but the gradual 
evaporation of the moisture, which carries 
of the natural warmth of the body, thus 
causing the blood to be chilled, The effect 
of chill is to close the pores of the skin, 50 
that the waste particles of matter cannot 
escape from the body in this direction but 
are thrown back and thus poison the blood, 

When it is not possible to take off the 
shoes and stockings, and dry and warm the 
feet promptly after getting them wet, it is 
better to let them remain wet until we can 
attend to them properly. ‘To dry them in 
the eun or before a fire, without taking off 
shoes and stockings and substituting dry. 
ones, is extremely hazardous. ‘Chere is but 
little danger of taking cold atter wetting the 
feet if we walk rapidly enough to keep u 
the natural temperature of the body, an 
keep on walking until we reach some place 
wnere we can take off shoes and steckings 
and thoroughly dry them or change them 
for dry ones, A cold is less likely to result 
from ao thorough drenching of the whole 
body than from wetting tne feetalone, 

Poople seldom take cold when they are 
exposed to sudden lowering cf the temper- 
ature of the air While they are out of doors ; 
they may have their hands and feet frost 
bitten, and become almost unconscious from 
freezing, and yet escape the cangers of an 
ordinary cold, 

A cold in the head may frequently be eut 
short if treated at once, by suutling up the 
nose the fumes of spirits of camphor, am- 
monia or bay rum, ‘This remody must be 
applied every few minutes to bo effective, 
In the moantimo the patient should remain 
in o warm room, and avoid draughts of air, 
Tf the cold is not oured in twenty-four hours, 
it will continue ten or twelve days ia spite of 
treatinent, or if neglected its effects may 
last a lifetime, Colds result in serious and 
fatal diseases only when neglected, We 
haveso often given direotions for treating 
ne,locted colds that it is hardly worth while 
to repeat them here, Romain in the houso, 
and if necessary in bed, until tho cold has 
disappeared, aod then venture out cautiously 
at first, as tho syetom is sensitive to fresh 
attacks for roveral days after recovery,

Ay offort, which it is hoped may 
prove successful, is being made in the 
Senate of the United States to pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
the capitol. In this respect it would 
bowell for tho Dominion Parliament 
to imitate their cousins over the line. 
To the presence of the bar in the 
House of Commons is undoubtedly due 


tho impossibility of men with small 
wages saving anything, but the fact re- 
maina that it ia done by many sober 
and industrious men who have thus 
the satisfaction of feeling that they 
aro fully provided for against the prover- 
bial rainy day. It is quite unneces- 
sary to say that only too much of the 
earnings of all classes is foolishly 
wasted. Much has been done of late 
voars to oflect a change for the better, 
and the amounts in the Dominion 
savings banks at present, show that 
very many aro taking advantage of 
these excellent institutions. It has 
been obsorved that in Chicago, crime 
is moro prevalent on Sunday and 
gradually diminishes until Friday 
whon it comparatively disappears. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
wages paid on Saturday are largely 
spent in drink with the consequent re- 
sults. In England and in many parts 
of America the custom is gaining 
ground of making Monday pay day, 
tho practice which prevails here. It 
has already produced great results for 
good and an observable increase in the 


many of thoso disgraceful scenes and’ 
speeches which tho press find it so dis- 
agreeable to record. 


Tur pertinacity with which the 
averago citizen clings to tho end of the

A bill has beon introduced into the 
house of reprosentatives at Washing- 
ton, having for its object the appropria- 
tion by the Federal Government of one 
million dollars to improve the Erie 
canal It is clarmed that the burden 
of maintaining this great work can no 
longer ke borno by the State of New 
York nione, and that, as the whole 
country is benefitted by it, the Nation- 
al Government should hear its propor- 
tion of the cost of maintaining and 
improving the canal The canal is now 
practically free, but the expenditure 
for maintenance and improvement, at 
present, takes annually a million of 
dollars from the State treasury. Mat- 
ters have changed greatly since the 
wonstruotion of thecanal. Thon it had 
no competitors, now six railway tracks 
ran by its side from Lake Erie to tho 
Hudson. Moreover the methods of 
canal nayigation have not improved 
during the past sixty years and the 
focks on tho Erio are just of the same 
size as whon first constructed. Op- 
ponents of the new measure claim that 
tt would be better to let tho canal fall 
into disuse as tho railways can now 
earry all the produce and freight of the 
‘west. Ifsuch a policy wore adopted, 
we ehould ‘seo a combination formed 
and rates advanced, and every farmer 
ef the west receiving a much less 
amount per bushel for his wheat and 
eorn. It ix probable thorefore that the 
new messuro to make the oxponse of the 
vanal partly chargeable, at least, to tho 
general Government will be sustained, 
and that as a conzoquence the capacity 
of tho canal will be onlarged to mest tho 
requirernonta of thecarryingtrade, Ax 
the greater part of the lumber frera 
tho lake ports is carried by this canal 
to Albany, Canadians will watch with 
Tntorest tho progress ef thie now 
measuro in which they naterally take 
2 doen interest.

differs little from many others, excepting, 
perbaps, that ft is more costly to build a 
road through owing to its abrupt descent, 
Mejor Rogers fixes its altitude at 5,309 feet, 
and taking the crossing of the Columbia 
river at 2309 fect above sea level, 
we have a deecent of 3,000 feet 
to make, and a distance of 50 miles 
This wonld give, 
roughly, 60 feet to the mile, a fair pradi- 
ent, So much much for the Kicking Horse, 
the crossing of the Columbia being a simple 
matter of bridging. The line the commences

TOWARDS THE ROCKIES, THE COMET OF 1512, 


Tho Chrracter of tho Now North-West 

One seos little anywhere from a railway 
carriage, and when the country is pretty 
much of a dead level, covered with a uniform 
net of thick grass, green or russet, accord- 
ing to the time of year, the view from the 
window ceases to interest, and no ono re- 
grets that he misses 200 or 300 miles of it 
during the night, And we learn as little by 
hearing as by eecing. The information 
picked up by the way, chiefly in the odd 
minutes at stations, ia not of the moat reli- 
able nature ; and nowhere is it #0 difficult to 
get at the truth as in the North-West on 
either side of the boundary line, Of course, 
it is part of every man’s religion that the 
country, and his section in particular, must 
be cracked up. And when you point to in- 
different crops, or tell of hardships your 
friends encountered, or drawbacks undeni- 
ably counected with the North-West, these 
are at once put down to some malign genius 
indifferently known as ‘‘the government,” 
or ‘‘the syndicate,” or **the banks.” A 
man with these to fall back upon is armed 
at all times, He has a complete Ready 
Reckoner, and is saved the trouble of 
thinking, while he has the comfort of khow- 
ing that somebody—against whom he has no 
personal ill-will—is to blame for every calam- 
ity. His casual jadgment is satfefied, and 
at the same time his patriotism and eelf-re- 
spect are preserved intact. Fortunately, I 
was not dependent for information on the 
only sources open to flying visitors, I had 
visited the country three times and spent 
several weeks chiefly in farmers’ houses, and 
had learned something of the hard facts of 
the case. It is no use blinding our eyes to 
the truth that the sun of the North-West 
has its spots. Ten or eleven years ago I 
could get few to believe that there was any- 
thing good there- Two yearsago few would 
allow that there wasanything bad. By and 
by we shall understand that Tike every othe- 
country it is a mixture of good and bad, 
We inay be thankful for enormons areas of 
good land, vast fertile plains that shall be 
an inheritance for our children’s children, 
unless we go on begging strangers—in mercy 
to us—to come and enter on possession of 
160 acres ppiece, without necessarily fancy- 
ing that itis better than Ontario of Nova 
Scotia, I, for one, would be very thankful 
for another Ontario. The North-West has 
many disadvantages, The one that will be 
felt most sorely for many a day was the 
“boom” off two years ago that unsettled 
values and demoralized the people, Flooda, 
grasshoppers, early frosts, monopolies and 
chameleon land policies have been small 
evils compared to the drinking and gambl- 
ing, the rage for speculating engendered, 
the laying out of imaginary town sites and 
consequent cheating by wholesale, the for- 
mation of wildcat companies, the fictitious 
value everywhere, the attempt to build up 
towns before there was ivy country to snp- 
port them, and all the other evils connected 
With the craz» to get money suddenly, to 
get it without working, and to get it at 
other people's exgense, Gray-haired men 
seemed to lose not only their old-fashioned 
honesty, but their senses, They talked as 
if half a million cr a million people could be 
poured into a country by one road in a year 
of five or six months, and a wilderness of 
stubbora glebe turned into the garden of the 
Lord by affixing names to town sites and lo- 
cating railway stations. The settlement of 
the North-West will take time, and the 
more time it takes the better for the coun- 
try in the end. Intending settlers, too, had 
better make up their minds to endure hard- 
ships or stay at homo, for they need not ex- 
pect to cxcape what has been, and always 
will bo, the fate of the average immigrant, 
The men who made Ontario and the other 
older Provinces were of the right stuff, So 
are the men who settled in Minnesota and 
Dakota, hardy Norwegians, Bwedes, Welsh- 
men, Canadians, who lived at firat on pota- 
toes and milk, and were blind to the neces- 
sity for completing railways before they had 
obtained patents for homesteads, The 
change wrought by them on the appearance 
of these prairie States in ten yoars is marvel- 
ous, Men of the same stamp have gone in- 
to our North-West, and unless we flood the 
country with a baser sort, like will draw to 
like. But it cannot be told too plain'y that 
for years to coms nobody need go to the 
North-West but workers, and that almost 
tho only worgers needed are farmers, ‘l'aere 
is hardly any honest way of making a living 
there excapt by taking it out of the ground,

Growing Brightor—Tho Accuracy with 
Which Its Visit Was Timed 

PPevcarnes of 1812 is now y 
sighted persons without the 0! WC 
Te sell ets Bt puter taei a ine eee 
and will probably attract general attention 
in January. But the chief interest excited 
by this visitor from space will be due, notto 
its briJliant appearance, for unless’ some. 
thing extraordinary happens to it, it will, 
at its best, bea comparatively inco si 
object, but to the fact that it hus come back 
as astronomers many years ago said it would 
do. Moreover, it bas returned very nearly 
at the predicted time, although ita journey 
but toward the stars and back near the sun 
has occupied over seventy years. It must 
b> admitted that the astronomers know a 
great deal abont things beyond the earth 
when they are able by watchiug the motion 
of a comet through a very emall porti>n of 
its orbit, to tell how far it will go from the 
sun, although the distance is hundreds of 
millions of miles, and in how many years it 
will return, although the tims is nearly 
three quarters of acentury. Oa the other 
hand, while men of science have been able 
to predict the vandering course of a comet 
which thrned its tail and fled trom the sun 
about the time when Napoleon fled from 
Russia, and has only just now reappeared 
winging its way back, the same learned 
students of nature have failed to satisfactor- 
ily account for the phenomena which comets 
present, and are not in accord as to what 
comets consist of, 

Jean Lonis Pons, the discoverer of this 
comet, and whose name it bears, died more 
than fifty years ago. He was less fortunate 
than some other astronomers whv have dis- 

overed comets of short period, ani have 

been ablo to see them eeveral times again on 
their retnrn to perihelion, Bot then (’uns’ 
comet has a much longer journey out into 
space to make, and itis a more interesting 
object than the little telescopic comets 
which conree about the sun in short ocbits 
and are never seen ¢xcept by astronouers, 
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The Deadly Oil. 


Kerosene becomes more deadly every year 
as the hours of evening lamplight lengthen, 
ond the frequent lighting of fires becomes a 
daily duty, ‘The fact that these accidents 
are utterly unnecessary rendera them the 
more lamentable, In the hope of preyent- 
ing some of these accidents, we state p few 
facts which everybody ouglit tekpow, den 

* It'is'not the kerosene that explodes, but 
the invisible gas that arises from it. 

If the oil is poured into a lamp that needs 
filling, this gas rises ont of the lamp or can, 
or both, and explodes, often with deadly 
force, if there be any fire within reach, 

Pouring oil from a can upon a burning tire 
or into a lighted lamp ought to be followed 
by a terrible explosion, Sometimes it hap- 
pens that no explosion occure, bat: the risk 
18 frightful. 

The only safe rulo is never to pour oil on 
a burning fire or into a lighted lamp, 

Now, you may give Bridget positive orders 
with regard to the'fires, but when no one is © 
at hand in the morning hours, the tempta- 
tion is strong to assist the smouldering blaze 
by the sid of a little kerosene, She has, 
done it without injary formerly, why not do 
it again? So the nose of the can is tilted 
over the range or, grate, there is a flash, a 
scream, and poor Bridget will never have a 
chance to disobey ordere, Perhaps it would 
be better, if Bridget must not be allowed ac- 
cess to the can at oil—the suggestion is tim- 
idly made—to show her how she may aid the 
fire with comparative safety. All she has 
to do is to pour the oil from the cup upon 
the fire, It is not likely that she will suffer 
much injury from the comparatively mild 
explosion that may follow,

A Neglected Disinfectant. 


When the household of our grandmothe:s 
was threatned with infection the common 
practico was to sprinkle brimstone on a hot 
shovel or on hot coals on a ghovel, and carry 
the burning result through the house, But 
now this simple method of disinfecting has 
gone ont of fashion without any good and 
sufticient reason. ‘The principal reason is 
neither good or suflicient, viz , that nobody 
can /patent it and soll it in twenty-five and 
tifty-oent bottles, Oa the 18th of September 
last M, d’Abbadie read a paper at the 
French Academy on ‘Marsh Fevers,” and 
stated that in the dangerous regions of 
African river mouths immunity from such 
fevers is often secured by sulphur famiga- 
tee] on the naked body, Also that the Sicilian 
workers in low-ground sulphur mines suffer 
much} less than the rest of the surrounding 
population from intermittent favers, M.

Interesting Items of News from all

UNITHD STATES, 

In the past twelve months over $600, 000, - 
000 passed through the Sub-Treasury in Wall 
Street. 

The list of failures in the United States 
during the past year is very heavy, over ten 
thousand having occurred, 

During the past year Police Justice Walsh, 
of Brooklyn, tried 7755 cases and collected 
fines to the amount of $4 348.25. 

Tho statement is made that New York, 
Brooklyn and Boston contributed $5,000 to 
Matthew Arnold's slender purse, 

Cook, who murdered his wife at Spring 
field, Mo., has been sentenced to ninety-five 
years’ imprisonment for the crime. 

Ex-Gov, English, of Connecticut, who 
started out in life as a carpenter, is now 
worth $6,000,000, and is the richest man in 
his State, 

Strawberries are in the Savanneh market, 
Although very early in the season, the 
fruit is grown in the open ground just east 
of the city, The market opens at $1 per 
box. 

At Kansas City 32,000 acres of land in 
Stafford county, Kansas, have been sold for 
$160,000 to capitalists of Staunton, Virginia, 
who intends to coloniz) Dankards on the 
land.

There has been a great loss of life and

shipping will reach $3,000,000, On Lake 
Ontario thirty-seven crafts were lost, three 
tugs, one steamer, four barges, six propel:

The statisticians ot the Agricultural Ds- 
partment has completed a preliminary esti- 
mate of the principal crops of the country 
forthe year. They show that potatoes as 
well as all other roots, and oats have grown 
luxuriantly and yielded abundantly. The 
average yield of corn per acre is nearly 23 
bushels or 12 Pee cent, less than an ayer- 
age, The quality of corn north of the 40th 
parallel, however, is worse than for many 
yeare.

Chineso Science. 


From ancient times the Chinose have 
taken note of natural phenomena, Their 
record of solar eclipses is perhaps the most 
ancient and accurate in the world, They 
have more or less elaborate works on astron- 
omy, mathematics, botany, zoology, miner- 
ology, physiology, and many other sciences. 
Yet there is scarcely any true science ia 
them. Classification, oven in regard to 
plants and animals, there is none. Miner 
ology is mainly a description of ourious 
stones. Nor is there any progress, for the 
more ancient works are generally the best, 
and as a conseqnence the Chinose to-day are 
as their fathers were thousands of years ago, 
The superstitions respecting natural pheno 
mena, which are as living, active truths to 
day for all classes in China, remind us fo man 
in his state of barbarism rather than of the 
ancient culture and civiliztaion of the middle 
kingdom, The sun and moon are to the 

Chinese as they were to primitive man, liv 
ing things, gods to be worshipped. ‘Vac 
stars in their courses powerfully influence, 
if they do not absolutely determine, all hu- 
maneventa In them the wise men may 
read asin a book the destiny of man and 
the fate of empires. ‘Their combination 
make lucky and unlucky days, and we shall 
do well to note carefully their signs and si- 
lent warnings. Comets are the precursors 
of famine, pestilence and war—prognostioa- 
tors of the wreck of empires and the fall of 
kings, eclipses are the periodic effects of 
the dragon fiend to destroy the lights of 
heaven, and every notice of an approaching 
eclipse sent by tho imperial astronomer to the 
provinces isaccompanied by a government or- 
der to employ the usoal methods of gong- 
beating, and so forth, in order to rescue the 
threatened luminary. Again, thunder is the 
roar of the anger of Heaven, and to be smit- 
ten by a thunderbolt isto be marked a3 a 
thing accursed. Wind is born in the heart 
of great mountains, whence it isenes at the 
command of the wind dog, Most districts 
have their wind mountains.

coal or iron mines in Ireland, and conse- 
quently no manufactures, Hence the one 
pursuit of the people —agriculture — not 
being remunerative, keeps them in poverty, 
Home rule might bo a good thing for Ire- 
land, but diversified industries, if they were 
possible, would be better,

AFRICAN TRAVEL, 


Intoresting Incidents Related by Connt 
Antonolli-An “ Exobango of Blood.” 
Ata lecture given in Rome by Count An- 

tonelli, the African traveller, there were ox- 

hibited six megnificent clophants’ tusks, onc 
of which was more than five fect-long. The 
count was accompanied by two native Gal- 

Ins, youth of gracoful form and gentle bear- 

ing. Among thé inoidents of bis journey re- 

lated ‘by Count Antonolli, the following 
eoremony is interesting: An ‘* exchange of 
blood” in token of eternal friendship with 
the Sultan of Rhaita, ‘* We mot,” said the 

Count, ‘‘in a hut, where a long prayer was 

first recited, and afterward various speeches 

were made, I expressed myself os follows ; 

‘*My doar friends, I am ignorant of your 

language and con not express all my_sensi- 

ments; but it ia enough to say that I have 
requested the Sultan of Aussa to adopt mo 
as Lia son, and that now we will exchange 
blood, so that the blood of your people may 
be as dear to me as my own, and mine 
as dear to you, I think you will under- 
stand me,” Another jong prayer followed, 
after which the Sultan and I were conduct 
ed under a tree to which an ox was tied, 
The Sultan cut the ox's throat, and with its 
blood anointed my forekead and then bis 
own; after which he made a necklace and 
bracelets out of the skin/of the cx and placed 
them on my neck and arins, saying: * Men, 
women | this white man is our brother!’ In 
the country of the Danakils a prophet came 
to our camp; 80 one evening we made a 
large circle in the tent, and everyone, flat- 
tering the prophet, overwholmed him with 
questicns. At laet he began to chant re- 
pies, which were repeated in a loud voice by 
all present, accompanied with gesticula- 
tions of the hands and feet. The prophet 
gradually became excited, till at last ‘hho 
howled ‘and struggled like a demoniac, 

When questioned about me he said that the 

king ot Sicoa would receive me well; the 

superstitious Danakils were discontented 

With this laconic prophecy, and began to 

have suspicions of our expedition, Next 

day, therefore, I invited the prophet to my 
tent, gave him to cat and drink in profusion, 
and made him a quantity of small presents, 

This eo delighted him that at the evening 

meeting he praised me to the skies, prophe- 

sying all sorts ot good, I was obliged to

Feather Flowers. 

It requires a certain amount of patience 
to achieve success in making feather flow-

We have no better letters, according to this 

account, than those of the Italian printers 

of the fifteenth century. These were im- 

itated from the beautiful manuscripts of the 

tenth and eleventh centuries, the lettering 
of theze being derived from the Roman ef 
the Augustan age. The Roman letters, in 
turn, are traced to those employed at Rome 

in the third century BC, and these do not 
differ greatly from forms used in the earliest 
exigting specimens of Latin writing, dating 
from the fifth century B. C, This primitive 
alphabet of Rome was derived from a local 
fom of the Greek alphabet, in use about 
the sixth century B. C. and that was a 
variety of the earliest Greek alphabet be- 
longing to the eighth, or even the ninth cen- 
tury B, C. The Greeks got their letters 
from the Phcenicans, and theirs are clearly 
traceable in the most ancient known form of 
the Semitic, 

The most ancient of books, a papyras 
found at Thebes, and now preserved in the 
Freuch National Library, supplies the earli« 
est forms of the lettora used in the Semitic 
alphabet. The Stone Tables of the Law 
could have been possible to the Jews only 
because of their possession of an alphabet, 
and thus the Bible and modern philological 
science unite in ascribing a common origin 
to the alphabet which is in daily use 
throughtout the world, The nineteenth 
century B. C. is held by Taylor to be the 
appreximate dats of the origin of alphabetic 
writing, and from that time it grew by slow 
degrees, while from E.ypt, the home of tho 
Jews during their long captivity, the know- 
ledge of the alphabet was carried in all di- 
rections where alphabets are now found. 

Tho Aryans are now thought to have beon 
the first to bring the primitive alphabet to 
perfection, and each letter and each sound 
may be traced, by Taylor’s careful analysis, 
through all the changes that have marked 
the pore progress, and, in some instances, 
the decay of different letters of various al- 
phabets. Itisan intereating fact that the

letters, and many later ones are known only 
hy incriptions, and it is the rapid increase, 
by recent discoveries, of these precious 
fragments that has inspired more diligent re- 
search and quickened the %:al of learned 
students in mastering the elements of know- 
ledge of their origin and history throughout 
the world. As late as 1876 there were found 
in Cyprus some brocze plates imacribed with 
"Phenician tharacters, dating back to the 
tenth, even the eleventh centary B, C. 

Coins, engraved gems, inscribed statues, 
and; last of all, the Siloam inscription, 
found in 1880 at Jerusalem, on the wall of 
an old tunnel, have supplied new material 
for the history. 
of many alphabets, the Phceaician, are de- 
scended the Greek and other European 
systems on the one side, including that 
which we use and have the greatest interest 
in; and on the other, the alphabets of Asia, 
from which have sprnng those of the Eust, 
Syriac, Arabic, and Hebrew.

More Luxury. 


An enterprising Chinaman has recently 
opened a restaurant in Paria, and is now

How a Nutritious Dist’ can Bo Enjoyed 
at Trifling Cost. 


A contributor to the Londoa: Times 
~vrites » A'low me to bring under the notice 
of your readers some.experiments Ll have 
jas: coneinded, to solve the difficalty of 
teoding our poor in London and else xhere, 
The cry is that food is so, dear the poor‘can 
scarcoly live. This cry is true if they want 
to live on luxaries, butif they will live on 
who'esoms but plein and heating fare they 
can do ao for very little. A litt!s évera 
mouth ago Idetermined to give up all ex- 
pensive articles of food and live almost as 
cheaply as possible, Having left off flosh 
feods for nearly two years, and lecturing fre- 
quently cn the question of food, I know 
what to select. Looking over my food ac- 
counts, I found milk, butter, eggs and 
cheess, with tea and coffee, were tairly ex- 
pensive articles and none of them necessary, 
so I gave them up fora time to see results, 
On Oct, 19 L begun my experiment ; my 
We ght was then 9 stone8 ounces, I con- 
tinued this pure vegetarian diet fora month, 
when my weight was 9 atone three pounds 
and 12 ounces, or a gain of 44 pounds. My 
friends said [ looked well; 4 telt well, and 
did my usual work the eame as ever, I 
walked from ten to fifteen uviles daily, see- 
ing patients or taking exercise. Here is an 
account of my dietary, which cost me little 
more than sixpence a day, and I could 
easily live for lees without luxuries. Break- 
fast consisted of a basin of porridge, made 
from a mixture of oatmeal and wheatmeal, 
which I found more palatable than either 
singly, This Lusually eat with bread to in- 
sure thorough insaliyation. Then came 
bread fried in refined cotton seed oil, or 
fried vegetable haggis. For drink I had a 
cup of cocoa or iruit syrup, with warm 
water and sugar. The cocoa used was an 
ordinary one with plenty of starch in it, 
which makes a thick drnk, and no milk 
is thus required. Dinner consisted of a 
thick vegetable soup and bread, potato pie, 
savory ple, vegetarian pie, vegetable stew, 
stewed rice and tomatoes, etc. For a second 
course I had bread plum padding, stewed 
rice and fruit, baked sago, tapioca and 
apples, stewed prunes, figs, raisins and 
bread. Tea meal coneisted of bread and 
jam, stewed fruit, or some green stuff, as 
watercress, celery, tomatoes, etc. I had 
ouly three meals a day, and ‘frequently, 
when very busy, I had only two, and a cup 
of coco, and a biecuit for supper.” I always 
use the wholemeal bread, as it is a laxative 
and contains’ a good deal of nitrogen, which 
is thrown away with ‘the bran. ‘T’be cotton 
seed oil is a cheap aud good ‘cooking oil, and 
is impossible to detect. [nis diet 1s con- 
tinued fora month, aud towT only take 
the animal products when out, not having 
them at my table, . 1 si 

Now compare this diet to one of flesh or 
a mixed one, The Jatest analysis shows 
flesh to contain from 70 to 74 per cent, of 
water, the dry residue being very rich in 
nitrogen, and it contains a little carbon- 
aceous or fatty matter. Hence, to live on 
meat alone, as much as eight pounds a day 
is necessary, Then there are to be consider- 
ed the diseases of animals, which are com- 
manicable to man if that flesh be not thor- 
oughly cooked all through; and, as very 
few of our avimals live a perfectly natural 
life, most of them are more or less diseased, 
eapecially the fat ones, The excess of ni- 
trogen taken into the system in eating flesh 
meat has to be got rid of by the liver, kid- 
neys, and lungs; hence these organs are 
overtaxed, and much disease is the conse- 
quence, Jn fact, were it not for the flesh 
tood we doctors would have very little to 
do, Man living in towns can not afford to 
eat much flesh, because he does not get 
sufllsient exercise and oxygen to burn up 
the excess of nitrogen. If he does eat this 
flesh, and if he eat much, then he muat 
suffer from many complaints, such as indi- 
yeation, bilious attacks, congested liver, 
hemorrhoids, ,astric. catarrh, and other 
gartric troubles. If the habit be continued 
ia, gall stones or urinary calcali may follow, * 
or rueumatiym and gout. »Thenthe kidneys 
become diseazed:and miore work is thrown 
onthe heart; which becomes’ also diseased ; 
the end is death hy one of the lingering dis- 
eutes, Which shows a diseased organ some- 
where. Even epilepsy and many neryous 
diseases are aggravated by flesh. Cancer is 
on the increase, and from some observations 
[have made it may be indirectly traced to 
flesh. Consumption has only a remote con- 
nection with flesh, it being due chiefly to 
want of fresh air. Vegetable food is cheap, 
contains an abundant supply of nutriment 
at firet cost, and our system sre so formed 
as to use it with least expenditure of vital 
force, Wo use no cruelty ia obtaining our 
food, and can easily see if it be wholesome 
or in a rotten stato, 

By means of our diet mach disease ia pre- 
vented, and cven most chrouio cases of pro+ 
sent diseaso can be aileviated by it, If we 
want a cheap divtary we have the following 
foods to choose from: Wheat, oats, barley, 
maize, rive, tazo, tapioca, semolina, hominy, 
peas, beans, lentils, cte., are all conoentrat- 
ed foods, very richin nutriment, Potatoes, 
parsuips, carrots, turnips, onions, cabbage, 
sprouts, etc., give the variety, bulk and 
flavor; to these may bo adaed the sweet 
horbs for making savory dishes, Apples, 
pears, currants, gooseborries, plums, straw- 
borries, rasps, blackborries, and other fruit, 
with melons, peaches, grapes, eto,, are 
higher priced but wholesome fruits. The 
dried fruits, a8 dates, figs, applorings, our. 
rants, raisins, etc, are cheap and good, To 
there may be added tinned goods, Thus 
one can seo thevimmense varicty of tasty 
things we have, and these to suit all purses, 
We can add to these milk, butter, cheoso, 
eggs, and honey, which are got without 
killing avimals. Bat if we take animal 
food, then fish is least injurious thon boef 
and matton, whil» veal, pork, game, ote., 
are very indigestible and ought to be avoid- 
od,

The young Lambs. 


Although it is rather soon for estimating 
vpon the number of lambs due, in a few more 
wecehs some of the ewes will come in, and if 
the former desires to push them forward rap- 
idly he must pay some attention to the dams 
now. The ewe must endure the cold, be do- 
prived of her natural green food, and nourish 
the coming lamb in sucha monner as to 
bring it forth strong and vigorous. ‘The 
carly lambs are the ones ‘that bring the 
highest/prices when cont to market, but an 
early lamb fsa nuisance and unprotitable 
when it is stunted ond dwarfed by cold and 
insufficient food, Ifthe eweis sound and 
heslthy, and bas been well-fed on a variety 
of food, she will bave no difllsulty in lamb- 
ing or providing for the lamb; but the 
troubles with the farmers, who invariably 
leave the ewes to themselves during that 
period, and give them no attention ata 
time when it is mostly required. 

The ewes are naturally protected by their 

wool covering, but when lambs come into 
the world ona cold, bleak day.or night, 
they are too delicate to be left to the care 
of the ewe alone, and the farmer who ex- 
pects early lambs should be on the alert by 
peaning the ewes that are liable to come in, 
and giving them good shelter and dry bed- 
ding, The first care of the Jamba is one- 
half the difficulty removed, and if they get 
a good supply of milk they will do excellent- 
ly, but that is something, too, to be noticed 
Feed the ewes liberally on all the hay they 
will eat, and give them a small allowance of 
mixed ground grain, such as corn-meal and 
oats, with some roots, Should milk fever 
occur, feed on oats and hay alone, inducing 
the lamb to draw aos much as possible by 
placing it occasionally at the udder, Give 
ewes that have lost their lambs others that 
are twios, which may be done if not post- 
poned too late, thereby allowing only ono 
lamb to the ewe, | 


The Cost of Dogs. 


An Towa man has figured up the cost of 
keeping dogs in his State, and finds that 
they eat enough annually to feed 100,000 
workmen, and counting in the damage they 
do to the sheep farmers, the dogs cost the 
State $9,000,000, while the education of all 
the children in the State is less than half 


A Tennéssee man makes out a similar con- 
dition of affairs in his State. He finds there 
are 300,000 worthless dogs, which consume 
food enough, if fed to hogs, to make 30,000,- 
000pounds of bacon, which would be equal 
to feeding meat to 100,000 able-bodied men 
a whole year. Atten cents per pound the 
bacon would be worth $3 000,000, and if in 
silver would load down 94 two-horse wag- 
gons, and make a wagon triin more than 
half a mile long, Again the worthless 
whelps prevent farmers [com keeping 2 000,- 
000 sheep; the mutton and wool from which 
would be worth $5 000,000. Including the 
sheep now annually kiiled, the whole ex- 
pense for keeping the dogs of the State 
amounts to ‘the pretty enm of $9 000,000, 
‘Tennessee cxpends $3 000,000 for educating 
her children, Three dollars for dogs. Oue 
dollar for children, 

Another writer after making careful esti- 
mates of the damage done by dogs in the 
Forthern States alone, finds it costa not less 
than $33,000,000 annually to support our 
dogs, @ sum that would buy 165,000 farms 
at government prices for land, or it would 
purchase 132,000 neighborhood libraries of 
200 volumes each,

_ Preservation of Hen Manure. 

We can hard!y overvalue the manurial 
product of the hen-house, or exercise too 
much care inits preservation. If thrown 
into the compost heap, deposited with hog 
manure, nearly all its good qualities would 
be retained very likely, but 1 advise a diffi- 
rent course, Nearly every farmer wants a 
little fancy manure for special purposes in 
the spring, and instead of buying guano and 
saperphosphates of doubtful quality, he can 
manufacture his own at far less cost, if he 
keeps a considerable rumber of fowls, by 
utilizing their droppings for that pur- 


ie. 

It has been my practice to sprinkle dry 
earth under the rocets, or, what is fully its 
equal, road dirt or scrapings from the high- 
way, collected during dry weather. It is 
gathered in places where the soil is of a 
loamy chafacter and from sand, and put 
away in boxes or barrela for use in wintor 
and epring. By usioy this three or four 
times a week, and oftencr in warm weather, 
all bad odor is prevented and the escape of 
the fertilizing properties of the munure is ar- 
rested, 

The accumulation under the roosts should 
be removed as often as once a wevk, and 
this, shoveled in a pile, will begin to fer 
ment and generate more or less heat as the 
weather grows warm in epring. Lf closely 
watched and shoveled over when undue 
heat is liable to be generated, the process 
will add to its value for the spring crops, as 
the manure becomes decomposed by fermen- 
tation and its particles are separated and 
mingled with the earth used as a deoderizor 
and its crudeness is changed so as to be 
readily available tor the growing ele 

Last year I used eome filteen bushels of 
this kind of mannre and found it avery ac- 
tive fortilizer. For potatoes and corn I« 

lied itin the hill, mixing with that used 
or potatoes one-fourth its bulk of unleached 
wood ashes, dropping it in the row and cov- 
ering itimmediately. As there will be oon- 
siderable moisture present in such manure 
the addition of ashes seta froe the ammonia 
to some extent; hence no time should be 
lost in getting it underground as the carth 
absorbs the fertilizing proporties of the mau- 
ure set freo in the form of ammonia by the 
addition of the alkali. On garden vegetables 
this manure has a very marked effect 
Nearly overy farmer, by taking a {little 
pains, can make enough of euch fertilizer to 
go some woys inthe garden, It has the ad 
vantage of boing freefrom the reeds of 
grasses and weods,— Rural New Yorker.

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AN AUSTRALI HORROR, 


Torriblo Hardships of a Polico Party 
—Porishing of Thirst. 


The Sydney Herald of a recent date says: 
A report reached Adelaide a short time 
since that two persona had been murdered— 
Roadford and Macnsh—by blacks in the 
northern territory, The authorities order- 
ed aparty of police to go in search of the 
eupposed murderors, consisting of Mr. Giles, 
five troopers, and a black boy. The following 
telegram was received from J. Skinuer, sta- 
tion-master at Alice Springs : “I am afraid I 
have to send very bad news of the police 
party who a&tarted in search of Readford, I 
have not yet received full particulars, but I 
believe that the whole ot the party, with 
the exception of Giles and the black boy, 
have perished for want of water, Giles left 
Trooper Shirley about fifteen miles from 
Attack Creek, apparently completely «x- 
hausted, but as there have been thunder- 
storms about tho vicinity, there are hopes of 
his having survived. ‘Too reat of the men 
J. Reees; J. Hussey, George Phillips, and 
Arthur Phillips—were left without any 
hope of recovery, Giles and the black bey 
walked in fifty miles to Attack oreck, A 
party from Powell’a creek left this morning 
to assist Giles, with instructions to travel 
day and night.” 

The following telegram was received from 
Mr. Giles : 

“Tam sorry to have to report that all the 
police party, except myself and a black boy, 
died of thirst last Wednesday; also all the 
horses. I have walked in fifty miles, and 
have had nothing to eat since Sunday. 
Please iustruct Abbott to send a man with 
two spare horses; also pocket instrament, 
foolscap, pencil, pick, shovel, tomahawk, 
and rope to lower bodiesinto place, Let 
him send me a little food, such as rice, 
corn flour, fruit, and lime juice; also a 
blanket, towel, shirt, trousers, pipe, tobacco 
and matches, Please let the party start at 
once, as Iam very weak. tired, and wet 
through, I kuow where the bodies of 
Shirley and Hussey are lying—about fifteen 
miles from the last water, Arthur Phillips 
and Rees are farther back, Please let the 
party get here to-night. 


“A. M. Gigs, 
“Survivor of Police Party, Attack Creek,” 
Farther particulars received fiom Mr, 
Giles with reference to the fate of the re- 
lief party show that the victims endured un- 
mitigated hardships before they dropped 
down one by one in their endeavors to re- 
gain theircamp, Giles and the black boy, 
who were the only survivors of the expedi- 
tion, are doing as wellas can be expected 
after the terrible privations they suffered. 
Giles is anxious to return to the scrub as 
soon a8 possible, not with the hope of find- 
ing any of his late comrades alive, but with 
a desire to secare their remains from doga 
and birds and give them a Christian burial, 
Giles accounts for his being able to hold out 
longer than his companions from his refusal 
to share with them the blood of the horses 
which his companions eagerly drank when- 
ever one of the animals became knooked up. 
Mr, Giles started off again to endeavor to 
rescue any of his companions, if found alive, 
but from his report there is no doubt all the 
rest perished. He telegraphed to Mr Todd, 
postmaster general of Adelaide : ‘I beg to 
report my return to Attack creek this after- 
noon, J start for the ‘lennant to-morrow 
and arrive thereon Tuesday. 1 hunted for 
the bodies of my late colleagues on the plain 
and the edge of the scrub for four days, but 
was only able to find those of Shirley and 
Arthur Philbps. Shirley’s was under a 
bush about ten miles from the water, close 
to where I left him, and Paillips was on the 
open plain about tour miles further off, I 
buried the bodies‘and read the burial ger- 
vices over them, I haveno hopes of any of 
the others being alive, although I was un- 
able to find the bodies, as they must have 
wandered away from the track.
